Admittedly the coal strike is called off, not on 
account of the increase in wages agreed to by the 
operators, but on account of the promise of President 
| Wilson that a commission will be appointed at once 
/to investigate coal mining conditions for the -purpose 
of finding a basis for an equitable settlement of all 
and the operators. 

It is understood that the commission will go 
searchingly into all phases of the mining industry— 
cost of production, profits, wages and working condl- 
tions—and within 60 days will recommend the basis 
of settlement. 

The 14 per cent increase in wages Was offered by 
Dr. Garfield and rejected. It is a little less than 
| one-fourth of the increase demanded by the miners 
when the strike was ordered and less than one-half

In accepting a promise of a thorough inquiry 
into the coal-mining industry and a recommendation 
of an equitable adjustment, the miners are relying 
‘upon the public’s sense of justice and the force of en-

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THE MARATHON OF THE AIR. 

The flight of Capt. Ross Smith in an airplane from 
England to Australia is a notable achievement, though 
there was little publicity about it in this country 
and none of the expectancy aroused by other con- 
spicuous aerial efforts or exploits. For sheer spec- 
tacularism the Hawker failure to “hop across” the 
Atlantic still tops the column, with Alcock’s success- 
ful attempt in second place. 

Capt. Smith's project was a test of the endurance 
of the man and the machine rather than a dramatic 
challenge to fate. But it was perilous enough, surely, 
notwithstanding it was largely an overland flight. 
The wide stretches of desert and desolation over 
which he flew offered as inhospitable a landing place 
almost as a rolling ocean. More or less authoritative 
opinion was pessimistic as to the outcome, because 
of the vast land mileage where a compulsory land- 
ing, it was held, would be fatal. The kind of mishap 
that was predicted occurred, but friendly natives 
rushed to his assistance, retrieved the mired and 
sinking plane and sped Smith on his way. 

This long flight of 11,500 miles, accomplished, as 
the conditions required, within 80 days, will doubtless 
add importantly to the rapidly accumulating data of 
the new science and, for a time at least, may be re- 
garded as the Marathon of the air.
